Tfcty have waited for nothing, while we have 
been waiting for a great many things. They 
Lave not faltered at any obstacles ia their 
way, while we have hesitated at the slightest. 
For months past they have been reinforcing 
tbeir atmies by tens of thousands of con- 
scripts, many, end even most of whom, drill- 
ing emong the rebel veterans, may almost be 
regarded as veteran s themselves, while we 
have been merely talking of a draft, which, 
if carried out, will scarcely avail to furnish 
ery effective military strength within the 
next three months, at the end of which 
period the great spring battles will probably 
have been fooght and decided. It is true 
that Federal volunteering hea gone ou quite 
briskly in many portions of the country, but 
no doubt the conscription has given the rebels 
a hundred men where volunteering has given 
ns forty.

Our despatches say 
that, according to data in the War Depart- ' 
meut, there are two hundred thousand more 
soldiers, effective ones, in our armies at this 
time than there were a year ago. This im- 
I portunt fact would of course be sufficient to 
quiet our minds, if the rebel armies had not 
1 increased in a still greater proportion than 
ours. The Federal and the rebel forces may 
cow be nearly equal In number, with a prob-

You remember the noble principle on which 
the South Pecan, releasing the many officers 
who surrendered at Fort Sumter after the 

most courteous attentions, flow did the 
hiortb return the favor then shown to thrir 
cflioeu ? To our beloved Gen. Buckner they 
gave a dung ton and threatened hi* lift though 
« priton/rJ I think he did the noblest dc-ei 
the annals of the war ranshowat For* Donel- 
aon, and that at least should have entitle! him 
to the respect of a brave people. 

It is evident that our young rebel friend has 
Uen too much devoted to pleasanter matters 
to study very carefully the things of which 
the epeeks. When the rebels captured Fort 
Sumter, there was no regular war between 
the Federal Government and the rebel Con- 
federacy. Up to the time of the attack upon 
that fort, there was no semblance of war, and, 
both be(pre and after the capture, the rebel 
leaden assured their people that there 
wcoldn’t and couldn't be war. The rebel en- 
gineers were allowed to work three or foar 
weeks, planting their heavy guns wherever 
they pleased in the neighborhood of Sumter, 
Mvjor Anderson beieg under instructions not 
to molest their operations. When the hand-

It 
discloses the Let that, by order of General 
lialleck, he was in3trueted to repair the 
Memphis aud Charleston railroad, and draw 
his supplies over it as ha movei from the 
west to the east. This difficult undertaking 
greatly delayed his movements, and was 
abandoned on the 231 of October by order of 
General Grant. Of the alleged check of the 
loth army corps in the battle of Chattanooga, 
General Sherman savs: “The movement seen 
from Chatt&nocga, five miles off, gave rise to 
the report, which even General Meigs has re- 
peated, that we were repulsed oa the left. 
Not so. The real attacking columns of Gen. 
Corse, Col. Locmis, and Gen. Smith were not 
r< pulsed; they engaged in a close struggle all 
day, persistently, stubbornly, and willingly. 
When the 2d Reseive Brigade of Gen. Joha 
E. Smith fell bsck a3 described, the enemy 
made a show cf pursuit, but was caught in 
fiirk by the well-directed fire of our brigade 
on the wooded crest, and hastily sought his 
cover behind the hill. Thus matters stood 
about three P.U. 

Tbe day wos bright and clear, ani the am- 
phitheatre of Chattanooga lay in beauty at 
our feet. 1 had watched for the attack of 
General Thomas early in the day. Calami 
after column of the enemy were streaming 
toward me; gua after gua poured it 3 concen- 
tric shot on ns, from every hill aud spur that 
gave a view of any part of the ground held by 
ua. An occasional ahot from Fort Wood and 
Ortberd Knob, aid some musketry fire an ! 
artillery about Lookout Mountain, wa 3 all 
that I could detect oa ©nr aide; bat about 3 
P. M. I noticed the whole line of musketry 
fire in front of Orchard Knob, extending 
further and ftirther right and left, aid on. 
We could only hear a faint echo of soaid, bat 
enough was seen to satisfy me that Genera! 
Thomas was moving in the centre. I knew 
our attack had drawn vast masses of the ene- 
my to cur flank, and f.*lt sure of the result. 
Seme guns, which had been firing at ns all 
day, were silenced, or were turned ia a differ- 
ent direction. The advancing line of mus- 
ketry fire, from Orchard Kiob, disappeared 
to us behind a spur of the hill, and could no 
longer be seen. It was not until night closed 
that I knew that the troops in Caa'.tanoo- 
ga bed swept across Mission Ridge, and had 
broken the enemy’s centre. 

In summing up what the 15th corpsdii dur- 
ing the period of incessant activity from the 
22d cf September to the middie of December, 
General Sherman says: “It will thus appear 
that we have been constantly in motion siace 
our departure from the Big Black, and until 
the present moment I hare been unable to re- 
ceive from subordinate commanders the usual 
full detailed reports of events, and have 
therefore been compelled to make up this re- 
port from my own personal memory; bat as 
eoon as possible subordinate reports will bs 
received and duly forwarded. 

“In reviewing the past, I must do justice to 
my command, for the patience, cheerfulness, 
and ccurtge which officers aad men displayed 
throughout in battle, on the msrch and ia 
camp. For long periods, without regular ra- 
tions or eupplio of any kind, they have 
marched through mud aud over rocks and 
mountains barefoot, without a murmur, with- 
out a moment’s res* ; and, a r ter a march of 
over four hundred miles, without stop for 
three euccesei ve nights, we crossc i tbe Tennes- 
see, fought our part of the battle cf Chattanoo- 
ga, pursutd the enemy out of town, and then 
turned and marched more than one hundred 
mites, and compelled Lorgstreet to raise the 
siege cf Knoxville, which gave so much aux- 
wty io u.e country. It i s teu-J to realise the 
importance of these events, without realizing 
the memory of tke general i*»tensr which per- 
vaded ell minds at Chattanooga prior to my 
antral; I can not speak of the 15‘,h Army 
Corps w itbout a seeming vanity, but 1 am no 
longer ite commander. I assert there is no 
tetter body of soldiers in America than it, or 
wfc« have done more or better service. I 
wish all to feelajast pride in its real honors.” 

General Sherman pays a very high compli- 
nsent to General W. F. Smith for his ability 
in the conductor the engineering operations 
around Chattanooga. 
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U rrte public situation with respect to 
parties may be very briefly stated. 

There arc, as we beg to repest, 
but two great parties ia the coun- i 
try; namely, the conservative party, and the 
radical party. Tbe basis of tbe radical party , 
is universal tied immediate emancipation by ! 
tbe ; ctaral geverr. raent, rmi the prosecution 
of the war until the accomplishment cf this 
end is secured. The basis of the conserva- 
tive party is the constitution, and the prose- 
cution of the war until the supremacy of the 
constitution is acknowledged. The latter is 
8, cor- stitutionnl party. Tbe former is a revo- 
lutionary party. The conservative party 
would maintain the government ns our fa- 
thers made it. The radical party would sub- 
vert the government and construct a new one 
aecoiding to tbe radical vp.gariss. Such are 
the rtsptctivo bases of the two great parties 
ef the country. 

In each of these great parties there are fac- 
tionists, that, while acquiescing in the final 
determinations of the party and co-operating 
in tbe wotk of executing such determinations, 
see fit to keep up meanwhile a clamor for 
tbeir peculiar notions. Thus, for example, 
tbe radical party embraces an amalgamation 
faction, as tbe conservative party embraces a 
peace faction, though with this difference in 
the cases, that, whereas tbe doctrine of the 
peace fact iifti is essentially at war with the 
basis of the conservative party, and c m never 
ia any event receive the sanction of the con- 
servatives of tbe country, the doctrine of the 
amalgamation taction i3 a logical con- 
sequence of the basis of the radical party, 
and, if in November the radicals should 
unfortunately renew their ascendancy 
in the government, would probably become 
the eccepted doctrine of the party. There is 
certainly a far greater probability that the 
radical party will adopt the doctrine of tbe 
amalgamaticnists than there is that the con- 
servative party will adopt the doctrine of the 
pence factionists. There is indeed no proba- 
bility whatever of this last result. There ia 
no possibility of it. We hold it to be a politi- 
cal and moral impossibility. 

Undoubtedly some of the delegations to the 
conservative national convention will include 
peace factionists, but they will be lost In the 
convention, and will yield to the overpower- 
ing voice of the majority. The Ohio delega- 
tion, if we may judge from the telegraphic 
despatches, is divided on this point, but the 
delegation of the great State of New York, 
whh Governor Seymour at its head, is a unit 
in favor of the conservative basis, as will be 
tbe delegations of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey and Maine and Massachusetts and Ken- 
tucky, with the delegations of the principal 
States of the Northwest. The doctrine of 
the peace faction will not be heard 
of in tfce Chicago Convention. The 
percent heresy will fare quite as baily 
at the bands of tbe conservatives at Chicago 
cs it Lee fared at the hands of the conserva- 
tives in Congress, by whom it ha3 been sol- 
emnly repudiated with scarcely a dissenting 
voice, as we have repeatedly shown in our 
columns. In short, the conservative party of 
tbe country is poised firmly on the basis we 
have mentioned. There 13 no hostile power 
within or without the party great enough to 
move it from this basis. Oa the other hand, 
the radical party, as we have said, rests 
broadly on the basis ot revolutionary aboli- 
tionism. 

This is briefly the public situation with res- i 
pc ct to parties. It is in the face of this situ i- j 
lion that the radicals here and c-lsewuere ; 
attempt te stigmatize the conservative party j 
ot the country as a peace party. The attempt 
is not merely barefaced but dishonest. It is i 
made eimply for the purpose of diverting the j 
public attention from the acknowledge! basis ' 
of the radical party, at which no right-minded ; 
patriot can look withetij spurning it with in- 
dignation and disgust. But the public atten- 
tion in a juncture so unspeakably grave is 
not to be diverted by any such miserable arti- 
fice as this. Tbe radical party must stand or 
fall on its own bottom. minon« «o<t 
seme and inf.imcus as it is. The conservative 
pr cannot be argusd dowa, will not

A MmoEBors Scheme Frc.=tratei>. — Mr 
Robert H. Phillips, in a letter from Nashville, 
gives us an account of a frustrated robbery 
and probable murder on the steamer Mercury, 
on her recent trip from Louisville to that city. 
At Smithland tbe boat took on two individ- 
uals who gave their names as Watson and 
Fletcher, and claimed to be secret detectives 
of Nashville, having in charge a soldier 
remed C. H. Montgomery, arrested for asser- 
tion. There was also oa board the boat a 
youegman named George Wilkes, a Govern- 
ment aid from the Louuviile Customhouse. It ! 
was observed by all that the soldier Mont- 
gomciy was anxious to communicate with 
W ilkte, but was to closely watched by the de- 
tectives that for some time he wa3 unable to 
accomplish his wish, but finally he was eu- i 
aklcd to state that the detectives had made 
overtures to him to rob a passenger who had 
$4, COO with him and slept in room No. 9. 
They gave him a heavy slung- shot, aud told 
Lim if the man waked, to hit him in the head 
and escape to the shore; they would pursue 
him, and when in tbe woods they could all 
there the plunder, while they would not 
report him at Nash vide. This was ar- 
ranged to t&ke place when the boat lay 
up for the night at Bali's Mill, twen- 
ty miles below Nashville. After a con- 
sultation between Mr. Wilkes and Cspt. Mel- 
ton, it was arranged that the former should 
stay up all night and watch the actions of the 
detectives. Bttween one and two o’clock 
these worthies got up, took scats by the stove, 
aud asked all sorts of questions as to how 
long the Captain was going to sleep an 1 when 
tbe mate’s watch commenced. Upon beiag 
told that the Captain had given orders to allow 
no one to leave the boat that night and that 
the stage plank had been taken in, they ap- 
peared much disappointed and retired to their 
bees. The next morning the soldier stated 
that they had agreed to wait till they arrived 
at Nashville, where they would persuade 
iheir intended victim to go to the theatre 
and lead him by some lonely place where the 
soldier could U# in wait. Upon reaching 
Nashville, Capt. Melton, Mr. Wilkc3, and Pilot 
White went to the Provost Marshal, and, upon 
tbeir statement cf facts, the detectives were 
brought up for examination before him, and 
subsequr ntly held over for trial. 

Barracks News.— Not much bu3ine:s was 
transacted at the Barracks yesterday. The 
only men received were one hundred and 
fifty ccnvak-sc-cnts from various points. Jere- 
miAh Rudyard and Henry Holmes, 13‘.h Indi- 
ana cavalry, were arrayed in Jeffersonville, 
with desertion. They were trans- 
fern d to this side of the river and confined iu 
the Military Prison. During the day seven- 
ty-five convalescents were sent to Nashville, 
end twenty-five to Cairo. Forty deserters 
were forwarded to Nashville, three to Wash- 
ington, and one to Baltimore. Since the 
Barracks has been repaired, an 1 new bunks 
constructed throughout, the building presents 
a neat and comfortable appearance.

Take the balance of 15.472 due by Ken- 
tucky, and it is abiut 1,700 for ea:h one of 
her nine representatives iu Congress. This 
ratio will give Masrachusetts, West Virginia, 
Minnesota, Kansas, New York, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Mzryland, Wisconsin, Iowa, and other 
Statcsa worse “showing” thanshe presents, and 
it ought to silence tbe shameful charges which 
have been made against ber of being dilatory 
in Enswericg the draft. We believe, when 
the enlisted veterans obtained this month are 
deducted from the quota of our Slate that the 
proportionate ‘.‘showing" of Kentucky will 
be still bejter than it now is. Nor is this all, 
for a subsequent despatch informs us that the 
amounts charged to New York, New Jersey 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, and Minnesota arc 
for the 200,000 call and do not include the de- 
ficiencies under the former calls, which will 
add materially to their bad “showing.” We 
do not refer to this subject for the sate of 
faultfinding, as we feel confident that nearly 
all the States hare performed their whole du- 
ty to theexteut of their ability. Dot tue rad- 
ical papers have shown a malignant determi- 
nation to micrcprerent our State, or else they 
hsve spoken in inexcusable ignorancs. The 
Philadelphia Bulletin said last week, “it is a 
well-known fact that Kentucky is 20,000 be- 
hindhand,” and the New York Tribune has 
found out the “cause of all the trouble” when 
it 6»y£: 

If Kentucky rromptly filto her quota with 
whites, there will be no conscription of the 
blacks. Bnt — and here is the pinch — she doe* 
net fill her quota, either with slaveholders or 
poor whites — and so is oa the verge of a 
heavy draft. And her conservative Union- 
ists of the McClellan type are making a row 
about the enrolment of slaves instead o! fi l- 
ing up their quota of whites. Hence, yon 
see, the new trouble. 

What are the facts ? Kentucky with a 
white male population of 474,183 in I860, but 
much depleted by the departure of rebels and 
the expatriation of rebel sympathizers since, 
has an entire deficiency of 15,000 to be filled, 
while New York, with a population of 1,918, - 
279 at the same time, which ha3 bsen con- 
stantly increasing, had a balance against her 
of C9.0C0 up to tbe first of March, to which is 
to be added whatever deficiency may have 
existed under previous calls. Pennsylvania 
also exhibits a balance against her of 14,000, 
while her former deficiency — if there is any, 
which we do not think is the case — mast be 
added. We say we do not think there is, for 
she has had a force of her State militia 
in the field to repel raids, variously estimated 
at from 50,000 to 100,000 men, and she has a 
large reserve, some of which, we presume, are 
credited to her, as we know tbe State has al- 
ways been ready and willing to answer the 
call of tfce country. Onr object is to defend 
Kentucky from illiberal and urjust at- 
tacks, and not to impute dereliction of du’y 
to any other State. But when it is shown 
from the record, that New York has not been 
as prompt in furnishing her quota as our State 
has been; “hence you see,” we feel impelled 
to let tbe fact be known. And when, too, the 
Tribune assails Kentucky, we cannot fail to 
rr member that last fail the Empire State wa3 
“on the verge of a heavy dralt ’ and then it 
did net merely “make a row about the enrol- 
ment” but actually had a riot continuing 
several dsjs with a terrible loss of life and 
wanton destruction cf property in its principal 
city, for the avowed purpose of resisting the 



enrolment, lLStcid of filling up their “quo- 
ta of whites.” 

Eut there are sine other fac*.3 in reference 
to the position of Kentu. ky on this subject, 
which merit consideration. Many of the 
Northern Stttes, which have been laggard 
in filling their contingents, have prohibited 
the enrolment of any recruits within their 
herders unles they are credited to account of 
their respective quotes, no matter where they 
may be takes into the service. This they 
have an uiquestioned right to do, but the 
came privilege has not been conceded ia Ken- 
tucky, w here Ft dtral officers havebten sent 
to recruit our negroes, free and slave, and ab- 
duct them fnru our State, and carry them off 
to be credited to and swell the quotes of other 
States. Indiana and Illinois we point to with 
pride for the aoble exertions they have made 
in raising troops, but all the negroe3 who have 
been run eff from this Bute, and all who have 
escaped from other States, and been taken in- 
to military service there, have been credited 
upon their contingents. We know many cit- 
zens of our State, who have visited the con- 
traband camps in these States, and seen there 
negroes, who belong here, serving iu the 
Federal ranks. There are open agencies 
across the Ohio river to receive them, and 
our State is placarded with illuminated hand- 
bills to induce the blacks to “come to tbe 
neerest UnitedStates camp and fight for the 
Stars and Stripes."’ If this appeal is suc- 
cessful they will all be credited 
to other State-p, and besides this it 3’nould 
not be forgotten that this policy was put 
in practice long before any call was male 
upon Kentucky for her negro population to 
serve as soldiers. The manifest injustice of 
this need not he elaborated, bat it cannot be 
repaired. We might ns well go to tbe gulf to 
separate the water arofS which have given 
volume to it from the springs of Kentucky as 
to hunt through the various regiments to find 
the “contrabands” who belong to our State. 

Feut, while our Stats is being exhausted, 
let us net hear any nore of this senseless 
clamor and pitiful objurgation. Kentucky 
has fought thi3 rebellicn on the very thresh- 
old of her bomeF; sha has been imperilled 
night and daj-, but has never quailed; the 
more imminent the danger, the more stead- 
fast has been her loyalty and her trust. Oar 
city of Lcuisville has had rebel pickets nearer 
to its centre than Liurel Hill would bs to 
Pbilsdelphia State-h»u?e, or the site of the 
old Crystal Palace to New York City Hill; 
we have therefore felt the rebellion, and 
our very cemeteries bare been marked by the 
path of lortificalion3 Whole districts of tbe 
State have been depopulated, and others have 
never been protectee by the Government from 
the marauding guerillas: W’e have not the 
peculation, the resources, or the able-bodied 
nun we bad in 18CC. Bat New York hasseen 
none of the wiinklis of grim-vi3aged war; she 
has grown rich by famishing supplies, on tbe 
sale of her commercial marine, and from the 
influx of population; yet the Tribune was 
terribly reared when it feared that Lee would 
water his horse in the Delaware, and perhaps 
the Bext day from the stream which first glad- 
dened the eves of Hendrich Hudson some two 
Lundrcd ttnd fifty year3 ago, or threaten o!d 
Gotham with eiege artillery from Bergen 
Heights. Philadelphia, too, has been made 
acquainted wr.h the fact that distance lends 
enchantment to the view of war; that con- 
tracts are preferable to cannon, and loyal 
leagues in palatial houses to wearisome leagues 
of march in sun and storm; she has felt that

alitution recognizes slavery, aud that^r true 
te prescntaiives in Congress are using their 
best endeavors to prevent »*« private property 
of their constituents teom being taken for the 
public use without just compensation. 

The Frankfort Commonwealth hopes 
that Dr^ R. J. Breckirridgo will “survive” 
what it calls our “attack” upon him. We 
bop* so too. The Reverend belligerent has 
no doubt done a great deal of good, ani we 
hope he will “survive” to do a great deal 
more. We cant admit however that the 
Lcuisville Jourila! has attacked him. No, he 
Las attacked the Journal, and indeed every 
other paperin Kentucky except the Common- 
wealth, and, by implication, the whole course 
of the Commonwealth until within the last 
few weeks. No man, whether preacher or 
laymen, is too hi&h for us to strike back at 
him, though a gc?at many may be too low. 
Wk bad rather striie upward than into a hoie 
in the ground. Aid we guess that the emi- 
nent Danville theologian and politician would 
quite as lief be rtbuked by us as defended by 
the Frankfort Commonwealth and the “Ken- 
tucky contributor' to the Cincinnati Gizetto.

Indiana and Onio Quota3— It ha 3 te n 
ascertained at Columbus that enough veterans 
have already been credited to Ohio to reduce 
tbe deficiency under all calls to 21,010, and 
those yet to be credited will put the State out 
cf the woods on thi 500,000 call; so tho State 
has only now to raise 20,595 men, the quota 
on the lost call.

— LVe 
information from Vicksburg is to the eff.-ct 
that news had been brought in by negroes 
that a portion of tho marine brigade, under 
Captain Craudail, recen ly surprised a rebel 
camp, 12 miles cast of Port Gibson, and cap- 
tured forty-seven prisoners and their arms, 
including Captain Lewis, besides releasing 
five of our men who had been taken at Big 
Black a few days before. A large lot of pro- 
visions was destroyed by the same party. 
Lieutensnt Fredericks, who escaped from our 
boats at New Madrid, wa3 recaptured by Col.
